Peaceful Challenge 


oung America can rise from the television sets, put 
Sawn the pizza pie, ‘open the linguistic books, and face 
the reality of helping their country solve the conflicts of 
the twentieth century through the newly established Peace 
Corps. 

But it’s easier said than done. 

The newly formed organization under President Ken- 
nedy’s administration is stereotyped by visions,of travel- 
ling to foreign countries, fighting the dread diseases in- 
flicted upon neighboring countrymen, - and spreading 
American ideals to under-developed nations. 

Each glittering return serves as a reminder that youth 
can “belong to” a nation’s heritage. 

However, belonging to and succeeding are two dif- 
ferent outlooks. 

Thousands of applications are being received each 
day by President Kennedy from America’s youth who are 
willing to “belong to” the Peace Corps. They’re willing to 
spend a few years in a country without benefits of salar- 
ies for their work. They’re willing to face the front lines of 
disease and rebuild sanitary conditions. 

’ ‘Again, easier said than done. 

Working without a salary is a charitable cause. But 
when the Peace: Corps will pay for existence expenses 
only, what chance Mas the poor, yet intelligent, student i in 
being selected to serve his country? 

Facing the front lines of disease must be left to the 
medical student, who has a wondeful chance ,in being 
selected. 

The gigantic “weeding out” process will be the hard- 
est job of the entire program. How.can the committee be 
assured that the students won’t be “tourist minded” appli- 
cants? How will they select students dependable enough to 
withstand the rugged environment:of some countries to 
which they will be sent? 

It’s a big project to undertake and far from being a 
new idea. 

Philosopher William James in 1910 proposed the idea 
of using youth for peaceful tasks as the ‘“‘moral equivalent 
of war.” 

Then President Roosevelt developed the 
through the Civilian Conservation Corps. 

And now, in 1961, youth are re-evaluating their 
future goals to comply with an opportunity of spreading 
American ideals, visiting world neighbors, and experienc- 
ing the emotions of their foreign contemporaries. 

Life won’t be easy for the Peace Corps member. 

But, he alone must judge if it’s easier done than said.

Although still in its embryonic 
stages, the United States ‘Peace 
Corps may present a gratifying 
challenge to the college students 
of America. ~ 

In a special poll conducted on 
the Santa Ana College campus, 
varied opinions were expressed 
suggesting both hopes of strength 
against Communism and fears of 
“tourist’ agency candidates.” 

As outlined by Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey, U.S. Senator from 
Minnesota, the Peace Corps “will 
include a pilot program of 500 to 
1,000 young men and women who 
may be .called on to work in the 
jungles of Latin America, the 
deserts of the Middle East and 
Africa,, the dusty plains of Asia.” 

Peaceful Understanding : 

With a deep feeling for both 
America and his homeland Turkey 
where the Peace Corps may visit, 
Ertugrul (Arthur) Dalkiran, SAC 
Turkish exchange student stated, 
“JT think the idea is wonderful and 
would ideally supplement peaceful 
understanding among nations.” 

Santa Ana College faculty mem- 
bers have also expressed opinions 
even though they will not be 
affected by the recruiting pro- 
gram.

“It’s really too early to make 
a statement as I will first have 
to see how the Corps. is run,” 
stated John Schmitz, philosophy 
instructor. 

He continued, “It is very good 
to spread goodwill, but Commun- 
ists trained their propagandists 
for many years. I often wonder 
if the Peace Corps wouldn’t bé 
like sending a_ sandlot baseball 
team to play a pro-team!” 

Economic Standpoint 

From the standpoint of econ- 
omics, Senator Humphréy report- 
ed that the cost of sending each 
Peace Corps member overseas for 
one year will be about $5,000 to 
$15,000. ' 

SAC economics professor, Dr. 
Virginia Belt, remarked, ‘Dollars 
spent maintaining students in the 
Peace Corps will have an excellent 
return.”’ 

Concerning the screening pro- 


gram, Senator Humphrey stated ° 


that the volunteers would be dili- 
gently screened, to make sure 
each Peace Corps member has a 
definite skill which is needed for 
a specific project. 

English department instructor 
Donald Minnick stated concerning 
this idea, “I certainly hope during 
the training period men _ with 
tourist agency attitudes will be 
weeded out.” 

Student Opinions 

In continuing’ the poll, several 
SAC students were asked to ex- 
press their feeling on the Peace 
Corps. 

Geoff Brown, SAC sophomore, 
remarked, “to me the Peace Corps 
is a very worthwhile thing if 
we go in to these under-developed 
countries with the idea of helping 
them economically and socially 
rather than being just missionaries 
of capitalism for our way of life. 
These countries, I am sure, are 
much more interested in having 
constructive help in their health 
and industrial gaps instead of 
being won to any one particular 
form of government.” 


Geoff Brown 
Another sephomore, Wylie Ait- 


ken, expressed the Peace Corps 
as being a fine idea in theory 
but whether it will work in prac- 
tice remains to be seen. 

Year of Training 

“Communist propagandists are 
trained for many years. There are 
many students on this campus 
and I’m sure on other campuses 
who are not capable to handle the 
problems presented to them in 
the Peace Corte Sergeant Shriver 
should pick members of the Peace 
Corps with great care.’”’ Wylie 
stated. 

Jack Barrett, SAC freshman, 
felt every student “should be 
willing to join and take a stand 
against Communism for the future 
generations of America.” 

However distant or close the 
Peace Corps may be to America’s 
college students, distinct opinions 
have arisen showing interests 
which are projected towards a 
realistic program in President 
Kennedy’s administration.

ASB Treasurer Tom Trego was 
the instigator of wide-spread dis- 
cussion in Tuesday’s Student 
Council meeting when he pre- 
sented a motion asking the coun- 


Discussion centered around the 
“constitutionality” of the motion 
since the constitution does contain 
a section permitting the treasurer 
to approve all purchase orders. 


Council Check ‘ 


During the 25 minute discourse 
it was pointed out that the section 
existed in the constitution basi- 
cally as a council check, and that 
if the check was enforced when not 
needed if might destroy the check 
and balance for future use. When 
it was also noted that the motion 
would entangle Associated Stu- 
dents Business manager Lloyd 
Hamilton in red tape which might 
be disastrous in the event of rush 
orders, the campus congress de- 
feated the motion. 

A constitutional amendment to 
the by-laws passed by the council 
stated that the student members 
of the student life committee 
should be appointed by the student 
body president and that no more 
than one-third of these appoint- 
ments could be members of the 
student council.

In other business, the council 
approved the appointment of 
Frank Walker as frosh rep, filling 
the last vacancy of the council. 

WAA was granted permission 
to sponsor g rec night April 14.
